BURIAL OF THE BOOTS. 


AT THE POTOSI. 


'l.ie Winze Steadily Improving—Con- 


tinued Interest In the Stock. 


The Enterprise says. 
The excitement in stocks yesterday was 


warmer than on any other day since the 
inauguration of the boom. The principal 
point of interest seemed to be centered in 
a south drift from the Chollar shaft on the 
1300 level of Potosi. Pointers about this 
work were eagerly sought, but there were 
none to be had. 


The winze being sunk in theledge below 


the 930 level of Potosi, 400 fe*t south of 
the Chollar shaft, is down about 40 feet, 
and is in a two-foot vein of ore that will 
average $40 a ton, some inches of which 
will go over $200 a ton, 


For the purpose of speculation in the 


stock this is sufficient. It is cow known 
that there is rich ore in that seam, and 
speculators are willing to put up their 
money thut the seam will open ont into a 
large body of ore, and if the body of ore is 
of the same grade they will make big 
momiy on their investments. That is the 
only question, It may open out into com- 
paratively barren quartz, or it may open 
into ore as good as the two-foot vein itself. 


Between the surface, and the water level, 


a distance of 1,900 feet, th«re is ample 
room—virgin ground—for the discovery of 
two large bodies of ore—one above (he 939 
level and one below—and having its nar- 
rowest part in the neighborhood of the 930 
level, No work has been done in this part 
of the mine above the 2200 level, where, we 
understand, crosscuts have been run to the 
west through a large body of quartz 
that was not considered of sufficient high 
grade at that lime—nearly 18 years ago—to 
pay for extraction and milling. It was the 
same with the big bonanza. At the depth 
of 2,200 feet, the ors was much poorer than 
it was on the 1600 level. So with the 
Potosi ore find, between the 930 level, and 
this large body of low grade quartz on the 
2200, the precipitation of the precious 
metals may have occurred, in which event 
a strike of the utmost importance to this 
mining community will be the result,

SOME SUPERSTITIONS ABOUT DEAD 


MEN'S SHOES.. 


Where a Funeral Is Called a Dead She*. 


Pretty tittle Stories In Which Shoes Are 
Prominent Characters—How the Queen 
Moved the Fanner. 


The superstition of the burial of the boots 


probably survives in England. It is about 
seventeen years siuce the writer heard from 
an old gypsy that when another gypsyVas 
"puvado," or "earthed," a very good pair of 
boots was placed by him in the grave. 1'ho 
reason was not given; perhaps it was not 
known. These customs often survive after 
the cause is forgotten, simply from some feel- 
ing that good or bad luck attends their ob- 
servance or the neglect of it 


Many years since a writer in on article on 


shoes in The English Magazine stated that 
"according to an Aryan tradition, the great- 
er part of the way from the land of the living 
to that of death lay through morasses and 
vast moors overgrown vrith ferns and thorns. 
That the dead might not pass over them bare- 
foot, a pair of shoes was laid with thorn in 
the grave." 


The shoe was of old in many countries a 


symbol of life, liberty, or entire personal con- 
trol. In Ruth we are told that "it was the 
custom in' Israel concerning changing, that a 
man plucked off his shoe and delivered it to 
his neighbor." So the bride,who was original- 
ly a slave, transferred herself by the symbol 
of the shoe. 


When the Emperor Wladimlr made propo- 


sals of marriage to the daughter of Ragcald, 
she replied scornfully that she would not take 
off her shoes to the son of a slave. Gregor 
of Tours, in speaking of weddings, says: "Thi 
bridegroom, having given a ring to the bride 
presents her with a shoe." 


A CURIOUS CUSTOM. 


As regards the Scandinavian hel-shoe, or 


hell-shoe, Kelley, in his "Indo-European 
Folk Lore," tells us that a funeral is stil 
called a dead shoe in the Henneberg district 
and the writer already cited adds that in i 
MS. of the Cotton library, containing an ac 
count of Cleveland in Yorkshire in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth, there is a passage which 
illustrates this curious custom. It was quote* 
by Sir Walter Scott in the notes to "Min- 
strelsy of the Scottish Border," and runs 
thus: "When any dieth oertaine women sing 
a song to the dead bodie, reciting the journey 
that the partye deceased must goe; and they 
are of beliefe that once in their lives it is 
goode to give a pair of new shoes to a poor 
man; forasmuch as before this life they are 
to pass borefoote through a great lande, f ul 
of thorns and furzen—ezcepte by the meryte 
of thealmes aforesaid they have redeemed 
the forfeyte—for at the edge of the lande an 
oulde man shall meet them with the same 
shoes that were given by the partie when he 
was lyving, and after he hath shodde thera 
dismisseth them to go through thick and thin 
without scratch or sealle." 


This must be a very agreeable reflection to 


all gentlemen who have bestowed their old 
boots on -waiters, or ladies who have in like 
fashion gifted their maids. To be sure, the 
legend specifies new shoes; but surely a pair 
of thirty shilling boots only half worn count 
for as much as a new pais of half a sovereign 
chaussures. 
However, if one is to go 


"through thick and thin Vithout scratch or 
sealle," it may bo just as well to be on the 
safe side, and give a good new extra stout 
pair to the gardener for Christmas. 
For 
truly the superstitions are strange things, 
and no one knows what may be In them! 
There are one or two quaint shoe stories of 
the olden time Tvhich may be of valuo to the 
collector, 


OUP1D IN SHOES. 


It befel once in the beginnings of Bohemia 


that, according to Schafarik ("Slawische Al- 
terthumer," H., p. 422), labussa, queen of 
that land, found herself compelled by 
council to wed. And the wise men, being 
consulted, declared that he who was to marry 
the queen would be found by her favorite 
horse, who would lead the way till he found 
a man eating from an iron table, and kneel to 
him. So the horse went on, and unto a field 
where a man sat eating a peasant's dinner 
from a plowshare. This was the farmer 
Prschemischl. So they covered him with the 
royal robes and led him to the queen expect 
ant. But ere going he took his shoes of wil- 
low wood and placed them in his bosom, and 
kept them to remind him over after of bis 
low origin. 


It will, of course, at once strike the reader, 


as it has the learned, tha t this is a story that 
would naturally originate in any country 
where there are iron plowshares, horses, 
queens and wooden shoes: and, as Schafarik 
shrewdly suggests, that it was all "a put up 
job;" since, of course, Prschemischi was 
already a lover of the queen, the horse 
was trained to find him and to kneel before 
him, and, finally, that the plowshare and 
wooden shoes were the prepared properties 
of the little drama. The Seven-League boots 
and the shoes of Peter Schlemihl, which take 
one over the world at will, have a variation 
in a pair recorded in another tale. 


There was a beautiful and extremely proud 


damsel, TV ho refused a young man with every 
conceivable aggravation of tha offence, in- 
forming him that when she ran after him, 
and not before, that he might hope to marry 
her; and at the same tune meeting a poor old 
woman who begged her for a pair of old 
shoes. To -which the proud princess replied: 


Shoes here, shoes there; 
Give me a couple, I'll give thee a pah-. 


To which the old woman, who was a witch, 
grimly uttered, "I'll give thee a pair 
which"— The rest of the expression was 
really too unamiable to repeat. Well, the 
youth and the witch met, and going to the 
lady's shoemaker, "made him make" a su- 
perbly elegant pair of shoes, which were sent 
to the damsel as a gift. Such a gift! No 
sooner were they put on than oft they start- 
ed, carrying the princess, znalgre olle, over 
hill and dale. By and by she saw that a 
man—the man, of course, whom she had re- 
fused—was m advance of her. As in the 
song of the "Cork Leg," "the shoes never 
stopped, but kept on the pace." And tha 
young man led her to a lonely castle and 
reasoned with her. And as she had promised 
to marry him should she ever run after him, 
and as she had pursued him a whole day, she 
kept her word. The shoes she sent to the 
witch filled with gold, and they were wed- 
ded, and all -went as merry as a thousand 
grigs in a duck pond.—St. James Gazette.

WASHINGTON LETTISH. 


Census Taking—Decision of the Court of 


Claims on the Silcott Defalcation— 
eipenkrr lieed as a Presidential Can- 
didate.

WASHINGTON, Apnl 4, 1890. 


la less than two months the work of 


talirg the census of the population of the 
country -will begin. On ens Superintend- 
ent Porter is just now engaged in looking 
over the sub-divisions of the districts made 
by the Supervisors of the census. He pro- 
poses (o have the census taken promptly, 
and to secure lhat he will have small dis- 
tricts and plenty of enumerators. Under 
the law enumeration is to begin on the first 
Monday in June, 1890, and each cf the 
40,000 or more enumerators will be required 
to prosecute the work each day and make 
prompt return B to the Supervisor. 
The 


entire work of enumeration is to be com 
pleted on or before ihe first day of July. 
All this army of men that are to begin their 
house to house visitation from one end of 
Ihe country to the other have to be pro- 
vided with the necessary blanks so that the 
returns will be uniform. 
The quantity of 


stationery is enormous. The population 
schedules alone 
amount to 20,000,000 


sheets, and some idea can be obtained of 
what this number means when it IB stated 
that 1,320 faheets weigh forty pounds und 
the entire amount weighs some 208 tons. 
It is estimated that it will require 4,500 
boxes, weighing when packed 200 pounds, 
to supply the different districts with the 
schedules. The portlolios which will be 
used by the enumerators, the envelopes, 
blanks, etc., are all in readiness to be sent 
out when the time comes. Superintendent 
Porter says that he believes the arrange- 
ments are now in good shape and he sees 
no reason why rapid and efficient work 
should not be done in taking the census 
He proposes to bo equally as prompt in the 
compilation of the returns and will furnish 
the results of the census to the public at 
the earliest practicable moment. 


The deci-ion of the Court of Claims, 


speaking throagh Judge Davis, gives great 
satisfaction to those members of the House 
of Representatives who are affected by tbe 
Giloott defalcation. 
Only the Joss of the 


Nu\ember salaries is covered 
by the 


Court's opinion, but this will probably be 
sufficient basis upon which to legislate an 
appropriation bill paying back the entire 
amount of ealaries for the Tear actually 
stolen. The decision goes on the ground 
that the custom of the House and various 
acts of Congress, including one of June 22, 
1882, and the appropriation measures, all 
tacitly recognize the Sergeant-at-Arms as a 
disbursing 
officer 
of the Government. 


Referring to the statute of 1882 the Court 
says that it refers !o some officers not 
named but recognized as in existence, and 
as having power to disburse tbe money 
appropriated for members' salaries; that 
officer did in fact exist in the Sergeant-at- 
Arms. Whether at the outset he was 
legally authorized to perform the duties in 
fact imposed upon him becomes now nn- 
impottant, as the btatate of 1882 contains 
a legislative declaration 
of the power 


assumed by Congress then to exist in this 
officer—a declaration sufficient to operate 
upon him in the future and to constitute 
him henceforth in law what he had been 
long in fact—if not in la*—a public agent 
charged with the doty sf paying the sal- 
aries of msmbjra an.l delegates. 
The 


decision appears to remove all rational 
doubt as to the right of members to be 
repaid out of the Treasury. 


The examination of tha report of the 


Court of Inquiry in rfgaru to the recent 
cruise of the United States steamship En- 
terprise has proved a greater task than it 
was first supposed to be. Judga Advocate 
General Rernoy and his asjisUnts are still 
hard at work upon the report to be mada to 
the Secretary, having labored upon it until 
midnight last nigbt. Col. Remey remarked 
this morning thut he was about half through 
his work on the case, and he immediately 
began work again. It is now thought to be 
pretty certain that Captain HcCalla and 
Lieutenant Ingersoll will be court-mar- 
tialed. Tha crew of the Enterprise will 
not be discharged until it has been decided 
whether or not ther? will be a trial. 


"Unless something now nnfomen hap- 


pens, Reed will guvel himself into the 
Presidential nomination in '92," said a 
New England Congressman. "By all odds 
be is the most conspicuous man in the Re- 
publican party to-day, and if the National 
Convention were to meet next July Reed 
would be nominated.

UNITED AMERICA. 


Work of the Congres* at Washington— 


An Agreement on Important Subjecta. 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—The correspond- 


ed of the Chronicle was informed to-day, 
upon the very best possible authority, that 
the Pan-American Congress would adjourn 
sine die on Monday or Tuesday. Delegate 
Estee fipeeta to start for home ou Wednes- 
day. Nearly all the important questions 
that were to have come before the Pan- 
Americans have been settled, with the ex- 
ception of fixing upon an international 
monetary system definitely, but that will 
be adjusted within the next few days. 
The questions that have bean settled re- 
late to 
international law, patents and 


trade marks, monetary relations, uniform 
meaaares and weights and railroads. 


Perhaps the report upon the last named 


subject attracted tbe most attention. It 
assumes the feasibility of an international 
line between North and South America, 
recommends the appointment of an inter- 
national commission to agree upon the 
details, recommends subsidies from the 
various governments to be benefited, and 
assures freedom of traffic by tbe declara- 
tion that Ihe line is to to forever neutral. 
Several companies have already been or- 
ganized to carry out the suggestions of 
tbe Congress, and a bill for a Fan-Ameri- 
can railway has been introduced in the 
Houst of Representatives. 


The report of the Committee on Banir 


tary Regulations opposed the closing of 
ports and frontiers in times of epidemics; 
recommends that the principles adopted 
by the Lima Congress and tbe Bio Ja- 
neiro Sanitary Convention be made the 
basis of an international agreement in ol- 
der that the conflict between the obliga- 
tion to care for the public health and 
the principles of unrestricted commerce may 
not arise. 


The Committee on Patents recommends 


a copyright treaty provieipn, which is, 
that an author shall enjoy in the con- 
tracting States the r'ghts granted in the 
State in which the copyright was taken. 
A trade-mark treaty of the same nature has 
also been approved. 


The recommendations of the Committee 


on Extradition amount practically to the 
codification and enlargement of the exist- 
ing treaties with uniformity of practice, 


The Committee on Steamship Communi? 


cation recommends unbsidiea. 


The bgreemeut of the Montevideo Con- 


gress in relation to the civil and commer- 
cial laws is approved by tbe Committee 
on International Law as the best means 
of promoting prosperity and stability in Ihe 
mutual relations of the various American 
nations.

bitch seems to be that tbe South Ameri- 
can and Mexican delegates deaire, if the 
United States adopts the policy of free 
coinage of silver, that it shall a!ao coin 
upon the same terms as it aoeepla bull- 
ion purchased in this country tbat from 
all other American countries.

The San Francisco Chronicle says: 
A long dispatch from Washington on tbe 


subject of arid lands and their irrigation 
indicates tbe existence of a concert of 
action against Major Powell, and it is not 
difficult to read between the lines closely 
enough to see that the attack proceeds from 
land speculators who have been thwarted iu 
their plan of taking up all the roaervoir 
sites and irrigable lands in order to sell 
them back to the Government at an en- 
hanced price. 


One ot the charges made against Major 


Powell, for example, is that he insists upon 
the importance of topographical explora- 
tions and surveys before any definite steps 
are taken toward selecting reservoir sites 
and mapping out irrigation districts. Such 
an accusation should not only not be denied 
by Major Powell, but should be put in evi< 
dence by him as proof of his knowledge of 
the subject. It would be just as reasona- 
ble to complain of an engineer who should 
urge a survey before building a railroad aa 
to bring this complaint ngainht Major 
Powell, Of course ijs insists upon topo- 
graphical surveys, and if he du} nqt be 
would be a very poor specimen of engireer,

The whole gray amen of tbe 
charges Is undoubtedly found in tbe state- 
ment that Major Powell advised Ihe with 
d;awal of possible reservoir sites and irri 
gablp land from public entry and sale, and 
certain disappointed land sharks are taking 
this method of trying to revenge themselves 
for their diappointment. 


Aa has been pointed out again and again, 


water storage and irrigation by peacomea 
is not what is needed for the reclamation of 
the arid pnblic lands. There mast be some 
generalfand practicable system, and it is to 
the devising of snob a system tbat Major 
Powell has given much time and study. 
Possibly his plans may not be tbe besi 
ones, but certainly tbe objection to them is 
not to be found in the fact that he recom- 
mends topographical surveys before any 
action is taken. His opponents will have 
to find some better ground of objection 
than this if they want to show bis incapac- 
ity or ignorance in irrigation matters.
